Barthotomew, U waa 
considered an act of the blackest 
treachery, at glove* had been sent to 
reassure her. As meu became more 
enllghtmiHd and learned to read and 
write, signing one's name to a promise 
took the place of all this sort ot tiling. 
But thoru ts one curious survival even 
now. Not many annual fairs are held 
nowaday., but when tb«y are, It la no 
mintuni thing to see a great glove 
publicly exhibited. Tbl* la a token that

In the ces* of baUng- 
poyvder, the addition of water causes 
th* tartaric acid In llie powder to act 
on the baking aod. (aodlnm acid car¬ 
bonate) to generate bubble* ot carbon 
n’oxlde Ineldo the dough. These, too, 
expand upon baking, filling the cake 
with numerous bole*. The yeast, as 
It Urea and grows In the dough, gives 
off carbon dioxide. The result on (he 
dough la the same ns before.—Popular 
Science Muntidy.
